REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Our working force of foreign missionaries is two hundred and ninety- 
two. We have ninety traveling preachers, one hundred and sixty-five 
local preachers, and twenty-three thousand four hundred and thirty 
members, an increase during the past year of two thousand four hundred 
and thirty. 

Our women have five thousand pupils under instruction and one 
hundred and thirty Bible, women actively engaged. 

Our hospitals are thronged with patients, over seventy-five thousand 
having been treated during the year. 

The total receipts on the foreign fields amount to $48,948. The Home 
Mission Department of the Board has been prosecuting work in its special 
field to the limit of its resources. 

The aggregate receipts from all sources on March 31 were $595»9S6, 
or $52,533 more than the previous year. 

These receipts include specials and bequests. When we add to this 
the amount received by the Women’s Board, $238,940, we have a total 
for foreign missions amounting to $831,991, the largest yet realized in our 
history, and an increase over last year of $65,281. 

The collections on assessments fell below those of the previous year 
by the sum of $8,941, from which, however, the work did not suffer 
materially. 
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Attention is called to the Layman’s Campaign of the Southern cities, 
which began in October at Washington, and the Pastors and Presiding 
Elders are urged to give it every possible assistance. 

The following recommendations come from the same source: 

1. That we set before the church as an ultimate goal for missions 
an amount equal to $2.00 per member thereof. 

2. That an earnest effort be made to secure a contribution for mis- 
sions from every member of every church. 

3. Attention is called to the fact that literature may be had by ap- 
plication to the Rev. Ed. F. Cook, Mission Rooms, Nashville, Tenn., or 
the Conference Missionary Secretary. 

Turning to the work in our own Conference, we are happy to report 
an increase for the year in the amount collected for Domestic Missions. 

While we do not for this year ask a continuance of the Conference 
Missionary Evangelist appointed for the first time last year, we do affirm 
our entire faith in the necessity and usefulness of the peculiar work 
which he undertook to do, and point to the work done by him during his 
three months’ engagement as a vindication of our faith. 

We commend the work of District Evangelization instituted by the 
Presiding Elder and Laymen of Batesville District to the notice of the 
other Districts of the Conference for emulation, and urgently crave the 
hearty co-operation of Pastors and Laymen in that work. 

We further affirm our sympathy with the Laymen’s Movement, and 
urge our Ministry to inform themselves fully as to its value and to 
heartily co-operate with the Laymen in their efforts at organization. 

We recommend the continuance of Fred Little as Conference Mis- 
sionary Secretary.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: Your Conference Board of Education submits the 
following report: 

We note with mingled feelings of pleasure and disappointment the 
facts set forth in the report of the Secretary of our General Board of 
Education. While his report shows a large gain in the value of our 
educational plants, that thirty-five new buildings have been erected this 
year at a cost of over a half million dollars, and that there has been a 
gain of nearly five millions in endowments, yet the number of students 
in the institutions of the church has fallen off by over one thousand for 
the year. 

Whatever other explanation may be offered for this decrease in the 
number of students we cannot help but feel that the cause is a lack of 
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appreciation of the value of the religious element in education. Our 
Methodist parents and guardians need to be awakened to the importance 
of patronizing our own Christian institutions. In our campaign for funds 
for our educational institutions we must not fail to insist on the patronage 
of our people as well. 

Galloziay College. 

The report made to us by President Williams of Galloway College 
is that the attendance is good; that the religious life of the students is 
good, as usual, and that the literary work is most satisfactory. This 
splendid institution for the higher education of our women calls loudly 
for our heartiest, most loyal support. And we are glad that the day is 
near at hand when Galloway College shall have the opportunity of laying 
its claims for endowment or larger equipment before the Methodist people 
of the iState, and we urge a hearty response to those claims whenever 
they are presented. 



Hendn.v College. 

The report that comes to us from Hendrix College is very gratifying. 
The attendance is larger than last year. The religious life of the student 
body is up to its usual high level. The conduct and work of the students 
is very satisfactory. The Board is especially glad to note the fact that 
we have almost reached the goal so long sought, namely: the endowment 
of Hendrix College. We thank God for what has been accomplished 
in this direction and devoutly hope for the early accomplishment of this 
desired end, and, since the White River Conference has not responded 
as liberally as it should have done to the call of our Commissioner of 
Education for this endowment, we wish to urge all our preachers and 
laymen to do their part to help forward this great work. But a few 
months remain in which to raise the amount required to secure our 
endowment ; therefore we beg all our brethren to do their utmost at once. 

A report was made to us of Sloan-Hendrix Academy at Imboden, 
with the request that our Conference take more direct interest in the 
affairs of that academy; that we give the academy financial aid, name 
its trustees, and appoint visitors to its annual commencement exercises. 
The Board is sorry that matters are in such a condition at present as 
to make it impossible to give them any financial assistance, but we pledge 
ourselves to take more interest in the work of the academy in the future; 

therefore we recommend: 

• 

First. The appointment of W. A. Cunningham, G. W. Wells, J. A. 
Hill, A. G. Henderson, H. F. Sloan, M. M. Smith and J. K. Farris as 
Trustees of the academy, subject to the ratification of the Board of 
Trustees of Hendrix College. 

Second. That R. C. Morehead and R. E. L. Johnson go as visitors 
to the next commencement exercises of the Sloan-Hendrix Academy. 



Third. The appointment of Boone L. Wilford and R. P. Wilson to 
the Conference 'Board of Education, vice R. B. McSwain and W. C. 
Davidson, transferred. 

Fourth. That R. C. Morehead, William Stuck, Fred Little and A. E. 
Holloway succeed themselves as members of the Board of Trustees of 
Hendrix College.

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: Your Epworth League 'Board quotes you first a few 
pertinent facts from the report of the General Secretary, Dr. H. M. 
Dubose, concerning the Epworth League from a connectional standpoint: 
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“All things considered, the present year is to be accounted the most 
successful in the whole history of the movement. Our membership grows 
steadily, and is now larger than ever before. Many conversions have been 
reported from Chapter services— the members of the League are every- 
where active in revival work. The record for the year just closed shows 
that new League Chapters have been organized as follows, towit : Senior 

Chapters, 293; Intermediate Leagues, 9; Junior Leagues, 150; Boys 
Leagues, 10; total, Chapters organized, 462.” 

Notwithstanding this very encouraging report by the General Secre- 
tary it is with deep regret and sadness that your Conference Board must 
report that the White River Conference, as a whole, has had no part in 
this progress, for the statistics show a decrease of two Senior Leagues 
and 190 members; a decrease of 4 Junior and 169 members. 

However, one remarkable feature which we are glad to record is that 
there has been an increase in the amount of money raised for missions 
and other objects in the face of the decrease in leagues and membership, 
the increase being $19-68 for missions and $118.81 for other objects. 

Brethren of the pastorate, we call upon you in the name of our Mas- 
ter to w’ork diligently during the coming year to bring about a revival of 
Epworth League work throughout the Conference. Through the League 
spiritual sons and daughters are coming into the household of faith; mis- 
sionary enthusiasm, increased collections for missions and increasing activ- 
ity in Christian work among the young people are the certain results, 
and in greater proportion to the effort than shown in any other single 
department of church work. 

Recently much discussion has been engaged in concerning ministerial 
supply, and doubtless many fervent prayers have been offered to the Lord 
of the Harvest to “send forth laborers into the harvest.” During the past 
20 years the league has given to the ^lethodist pulpit joo consecrated, 
intelligent young men. Brethren, help the Lord to answer your prayers 
in this particular, and as well for the spiritual uplift of the young life of 
our Country, by championing the cause of the League in our Conference.

We firmly believe that the literal obedience of the Master in the ob- 
servance of the Christian Sabbath, both as individuals and a nation, will 
bring to us a great degree of happiness and development, both in this and 
the life to come. 

We urge that our people refrain from all labor, amusements and 
pastime on the Sabbath, except such labor as is absolutely necessary. 

We also recommend that the pastors of the several charges preach 
at least one sermon in the year to their several congregations on the sub- ' 
ject of Sabbath Observance. 
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We think the preached word is the best way to correct these evils, 
for “The Gospel is the power of God unto Salvation; to every one that be- 
Heveth.” 

We pray that the law-making power of our State will make it unlaw- 
ful to fish, or give any kind of public exhibition for amusement in the 
State on Sunday.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE.

To the President and Members of the White River Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Committee on Temperance wish to x'eport that 
the outlook for the complete suppression of the liquor traffic in our State 
is better than ever before. The religious, the moral and the temperance 
forces of the State are coming together with an intensified enthusiasm that 
bespeaks the speedy deliverance of our State from this great evil. The 
great masses of our people are coming more and more to know that this 
is God’s cause. 

Our people, also, are becoming more clearly to understand that the 
liquor traffic is the relentless foe of our civil institutions, and whatever 
else may be said of the average American, he is patriotic; he loves his 



country, and he will die for it. This question will appeal to his patriotic 
instincts, and he will arise in his might and do away with the licensed 
saloon. 

The blood of our beloved Carmack arises from every part of our 
Republic, and cries, “Away with the licensed saloon.” 

We deplore the failure of our last Legislature to give us relief from 
the liquor traffic. , God’s people everjnvhere are massing against the liquor 
evil, and it is surely going from the borders of our fair land. 

The Anti-Saloon League of Arkansas has adopted a revised i_onstitu- 
tion, which meets practically all tbe demands of all the factions of the 
temperance forces of the State, and upon this revised constitution we are 
reorganizing ourselves for the coming campaign. In this reorganization 
we are bringing together all the forces of every county and everv town- 
ship in the State for widespread information and unified action of the 
people for the greatest victory ever recorded in the history of the State. 

We recommend, first, as large attendance as possible upon the County 
Temperance Conventions, to be held on the nth of this month in all the 
counties of the State. 

We recommend, second, that a great temperance mass-meeting be 
held in this church this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

We recommend, third, that B. L. Wilford, Fred Little, W. F. Walker, 
F. W. Pearson, Richard Jackson and L. B. Jones be appointed as trustees 
to represent the White River Conference on the Anti-Saloon League 
Board, and at the State Convention to be held the last Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1910, and at any other time and place that this Conference may need 
to be represented.

The Methodist Church is so constituted that the 
preacher is the unit of administration, his leadership is indispensable — 
np less in this than any other co-operative effort on the part of its mem- 
bership — and likewise the measure of its usefulness is largely in his keep- 
ing. We trust that our preachers will be able to discover, develop and 
direct its potentiality for the upbuilding of the church. 

The scope and purpose of the movement finds expression in an effort 
to evangelize the world in this generation. An essential part . of the 
worldwide missions is the evangelization of the homeland, and those who 
have had a vision of this great work are no less interested in home mis- 
sions than foreign. The earth is the Lord’s. 

We rejoice that a successful beginning has been made in our Confer- 
ence. We believe that every Methodist itinerant is and should be a mis- 
sionary, ever seeking to expand the kingdom, but we believe their labors 
should be supplemented not only by the personal effort of the laymen

We urge especially that the movement be made the subject of earnest, 
persistent prayer; that the Holy Spirit, the source of all power, may guide 
and inspire in this great body of our laymen a deeper piety, a larger liber- 
ality, a more zealous, active consecration in the work of extending the 
Kingdom.

Rev. Prentiss Barr Wallis. — Bro. Wallis was a good man, a faithful 
and scriptural preacher, diligent Bible student, loyal churchman and sym- 
pathetic pastor. His love was without dissimulation. He was as near 
guileless as any man I ever knew, as meek as a lamb, and as true as 
steel to his convictions. He was courageous, but his courage was seasoned 
with grace and not enmity. To know him was to love him. He succeeded 
in the ministry over great odds and difficulties that other men would not 
have met and overcome : having a large family and receiving a small salary 
made his pathway rather hard, but urged on by a consuming desire to do 
good and feeling that woe is me if I preach not the Gospel he pushed 
forward, forgetting the things past and kept a steady eye on the Author 
and Finisher of our Faith, with a desire to finish his work and receive a 
crown. This he was permitted to do. 

After five days of painful illness with rheumatic fever he passed from 
Heber, Arkansas, and his family to his home in heaven. He knew the 
end was near and gave directions as to his burial, who should preach 
his funeral and write his obituary. He was buried near Searcy by the 
grave of his oldest son. Dr. J. H. Dye and Rev. A. T. Galloway held 
the funeral services. 

Bro. Wallis was conscious to the last; said all was well; told his fam- 
ily to meet him in heaven : occasionaly would say, “Amen.” Just before 
crossing the last river he said he saw his mother and Ran. This was the 
son by whom he was buried. Who knows but he did? There is no 
telling here what may be the revelations in the “twilight of two worlds.” 
Bro. Wallis was born at Batesville, Arkansas, March 15, 1850; professed 
saving faith in Christ under the ministry of Rev. Thomas Vincent in In- 
dependence County, Arkansas, in September, 1875 i licensed to preach 
September 29. 1883, and admitted on trial in the traveling connection at 
Jonesboro in December, 1886; ordained deacon December 9, 1888; or- 
dained elder December 20, 1891. Bro. Wallis served the following 
charges: .St. Francis Circuit, 1887-89; Boydsville Circuit, 1890-92; Gaines- 
ville Circuit, 1893-96; Rector Circuit, 1897-98; Tuckerman Circuit, 1899; 
Salem Circuit, 1900; Melbourne Circuit, 1901; West Searcy, 1902-03; 
Cabot Circuit, 1904; Gainesville Circuit, 1905-06; Rector Circuit, 1907-08; 
Heber Station, 1909, but only served part of this year and fell at his post. 

Bro. Wallas was happily married to IMiss May Bell Starks, December 
28, 1876. She and several children remain to murn their loss. May the 
God of all grace comfort them.
